you all know what he is doing for the 
Field brothers. 

Thus Mr. Dollar has, perhaps, the 
most royal bred bull in the world, and 
a great one to perpetuate the intensi- 
fied line bred Korndyke blood. We 
looked over a few young daughters and 
sons of Pontiac Korndyke and Rag 
Apple Korndyke that were in adjacent 
stalls to that of Gladi’s, and then went 
to see the older bulls. I handled Rag 
Apple Korndyke over but was not con- 
tent with that so Mr. Dollar called for 
Watson, Jr., his young herds- 
man, to lead him out. He is certainly 
a wonderfully fine bull and could not be 
faulted anywhere unless just a little in 
the head. He a beautiful clean 
typed dairy individual, more white than 
black, nicely put up on as good a set of 
legs as you ever saw under a bull. There 
are so many good things you could say 
about him that I think I had better 
stop here and just say that we next 
looked at Pontiae Korndyke. He was 
in good flesh and, of course, of the 
same type that he showed when [ last 
described him. Rag Apple K. changes 
for the better every time you see him. 

We then went to the house and I had 
a good Hols‘ein-Friesian visit with Mr. 
and Mrs. Dollar, re‘iring at a late hour. 

We were up bright and early and 
found the day a beautiful one. Mr. 
Dollar expected his army (I might al- 
most say) of corn harvesters, and be- 
fore 8 o’clock the 12 horse gasoline en- 
gine and blower were in full operation 
cutting the 11-foot heavily eared corn 
into the silo. He will have probably 
600-800 tons of corn when his three 
silos are filled. I watched them operate 
for a short time and at just that time 
Joe turned the herd out for pasture. 
I noticed Jessie Maida among them and 
Mr. Dollar said she was safe in ealf 
to Rag Apple Korndyke, and he was to 
ship her home just as soon as he heard 
from Mr. Matteson. Also in the bunch 
was Nannet Topsy Clothilde 2d, a 
daughter of Mr. Manhard’s 30-pound 
cow that I sold Mr. Dollar at our recent 
estate sale. I went back to the office 
to trace out some pedigrees and noted 
Pontiac Imperial in the stable. We 
talked over her conformation and the 
trend of dairy characteristics. I told 
Mr. Dollar that TI felt the show ring 
idea was in antagonism to nature’s 
doings and that we ought not to try 
to breed off what nature seemed to 
want in the great producers. After 
tracing out the pedigrees that I had I 
took another look at Sir Johanna Col- 
antha Gladi and then we hitched the 
little team to the runabout and I was 
soon on my way hom to Success Stock 
Farm, having spent profitable and en- 
joyable hours with Mr. and Mrs. Dollar.

COMPETITIVE COW TEST AT THE 
OREGON STATE FAIR. 


Nothing in connection with the dairy 
department aroused more interest than 
the dairy cow contest in which seven 
Holsteins, one Dutch Belted and one 
Guernsey cow rivaled for honors of 
highest production in a two-days’ test. 
the test was conducted by the deputies of 
the State Dairy and Food Department. 
Milking was done in the barns at 5 
a. m., 1: p. m. and 8 p. m., after which 
the testing was done publicly in the 
Dairy and Food Department booth in 
the dairy building and the result of the 
test placed immediately upon the black- 
board. The final result of the contest is 
shown by the accompanying table. A 
neck and neck horse race could hardly 
have been more exciting than this grew 
to be toward the last. The second cow 
in the list led until the final milking. 
Cows 1 and 3 gained gradually from the 
first until the milking before the last, at 
which time No. 2 stood one-tenth of one 
per cent. ahead of cow No. 3 and cow 
No. 2 one-tenth of a cent lower. Cow 
No. 1 was finally victor by one-third of 
one per cent. The contest was based on 
a 30 cent valuation for butter fat and 
20 cent per hundred for skim milk.—

Two new bulletins 
have made their ap- 
pearance from the 
Department of Ani 
mal Husbandry, Cornell Agriculturai 
College. Bulletin 269 discusses Sub- 
stitutes for Skimmed Milk in Raising 
Calves and is by E. S. Savage and G. 
W. Tailby. The experiments were car- 
ried through two years, and while they 
show that strong and healthy calves 
ean be raised without milk, they also 
show that the expense is greater and 
the calves are not as good as when

skimmed milk is fed. Bulletin 268 sets 
forth in detail an experiment in the 
Substitution of Roots for Concentra- 
ted Foods in Rations for Milk Produc- 
tion. This experiment was also carried 
through two seasons. The final eonclu- 
sions seem to be that ‘‘one pound of 
dry matter in mangles is equa] to one 


pound of dry matter in grain at least 
when one-half of the grain ration is 
replaced by mangles’’ and that, ‘while 
a pound of dry matter in mangles was 
worth more in the production of butter 
fat than a pound of dry matter in si- 
lage, yet the cost of a pound of dry

that could be cropped 
indefinitely and still maintain an un- 
varying yield. We know that because 
of its deep rooting habit, when once 
established, it must be less readily 
effected by surface conditions than less 
deeply rooted plants, but to what ex- 
tent is this true? 

This question is partially answered 
in the Pacific Dairy Review of recent 
date when it refers to a farmer of the 
Sacramento River district who has been 
producing alfalfa for market during 





the last twelve years, and now discov- 
ers that his yield is gradually diminish- 
ing. If this is true in the deep sedi- 
mentary lands of the Sacremento Val- 
ley, it should cause those farmers who 
are producing it on less durable lands 
to pause and consider if after all it 
should not be treated as a soil exhaust 
ing crop. 

Though alfalfa is a nitrogen fixer, 
and rfiay leave the soil richer in this 
one element of plant food, other ele- 
ments required in its growth, such as 
the phosphates, potash and lime, may 
become exhausted; and since this le- 
gume is such a valuable adjunct to the 
forage crops of the dairy farmer, fur- 
nishing the proteids necessary to bal- 
ance the surplus of carbo-hydrates in 
his other home-grown feeds, those who 
find their land suited to its production 
should carefully study its needs and so 
manage it as to conserve its productiv 
ity.

EARN $84.25 PER COW. 
20th Century Farmer. 

Chas. Foss, who lives within driving 
distance of Freeport, is a smaJl dairy- 
man who has a Holstein, fresh in Octo- 
ber, and a Jersey fresh early in De- 
cember, that when tested in December, 
were giving equal amounts of butter 
fat, and that were averaging a return 
of $4.28 for every $1.50 worth of feed 
Their feed was increased to 
$1.75 each week. During December the 
Holstein averaged 44 lbs. of milk a day 
and the Jersey 30 Ibs. For the nine 
weeks ending with the test of February 
20, it was found that the Holstein had 
increased her flow to 48 2-7 Ibs. of milk, 
while the Jersey was giving 25 Ibs. a 
day—these differences from the same 
amount of feed. The Jersey was show- 
Ing signs of overwork and her feed was 
reduced.

Beginning with the udder 
as the organ of most importance in the 
dairy cow, he showed that this organ 
should be as nearly sylindrical as pos- 
sible, well supported and well propor- 
tioned, and as free from fleshiness as 
possible. The blood vessels, leading 
from the udder forward to the so-called 


milk wells should be large and tortuous, 
as indicating a large blood circulation 
thru the udder. He explained that the 
cow’s udder is simply a storage organ 
for the milk solids, and that the milk 
as drawn from the cow is largely made

PROFITABLE DAIRY HERDS. 


The managers of the New York State 
Fair of 1909 offered prizes for competi 
tive essays on ‘‘ How to Form the Most. 
Profitable Dairy Herd on a Farm of 
120 Acres, with an Outlay of $500 for 
stock.’’ The first prize was won 
by Mr. Joseph Davis, of Albany, N. Y., 
on the following essay: 

The farm hand about to invest sev- 
eral years’ savings in a herd of cows 
usually thinks the purchase of 15 or 
20 animals necessary as a start in dairy- 
ing. The reader will grant that cows 
differ in production. A dairy of large 
return may be assembled either by pur- 
chasing individuals of known record, or 
by selecting from a common herd in the 
possession of the farmer on the basis 
of fat returns. In either case the final 
eost of a desirable cow will be directly 
proportionate to her ability to produce 
butter fat. 

We will assume that $500 offer a 
choice of three five-year-old dairies, one 
of ten cows averaging 160 pounds of 
butter fat a year, a second of seven 
averaging 250 pounds, and a third of 
five averaging 350 pounds. The year’s 
account would include: as_ earnings, 
butter fat at 30 cents per pound, skim- 
med milk at 20 cents per hundredweight 
(milk to test 4 per cent. fat and yield 
95 pounds of skimmed milk per hun- 
dredweight, and manure at $8 per head; 
and as cost charges, care at $12 per 
cow, feed at $40 to $64 apiece, accord- 
ing to production, interest at 4 per cent. 
and depreciation determined as follows: 


On the average, five-year-old cows will 
last seven years and when discarded 
bring $10 for carcass. 

A farmer ought to be able to replace 
his own cows by raising their heifer 
calves to maturity. Under eastern con- 
ditions this will cost at least $55.45. 
The yearly decline in value of the herd 
may therefore be ascertained by using 
the formula: 

The number of cows multiplied by 
$55.45, minus the number of cows mul- 
tiplied by $10, divided by 7. 

The first year’s account of the three 


dairies appears below in condensed 
form:

This wide variation in profit deserves 
the dairyman’s attention. Note that 
the ten inferior cows, compared with 
five very good ones, cost as a whole 
nearly twice as much for care and de- 
preciation, eat one-fourth more in food 
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value, and produce double the manure 
to be handled, but are only one-ninth 
as profitable. 

Let us suppose that the profits each 
year, after deducting $50 for taxes, 
are invested in cows able to continue 
the yield of their class, and that the 
total charges bear the same ratio to the 
investment as in the first year. Thus 
compounded, dairy No. 3 at the end of 
four years will have a value of more 
than $1,800, No. 2 of $1,122.60, and 
No. 1 of $143.09. In other words, poor 
eows will bring bankruptey in five 
years, and good ones will bring a net 
annual income greater than their orig- 
inal cost. 

If three cows, averaging 400 pounds 
of butter fat each year, could be se- 
eured for $500 each, the percentage ot 
profit would exceed that of dairy No. 3. 
The small actual cash profit and the 
slow rates of interest by birth, however, 
serve to make such a method of invest- 
ment attractive only to men of greater 
means. Profits computed in this way 
are seldom fully attained in practice. 
This is because we fail to make due 
allowance for accidents, crop shortages, 
and the fact that it is very hard for 
the average farmer, with the bulls at 
his disposal, to replace cows making 
320 or more pounds of butter fat an- 
nually by raising their calves. We con- 
sider the calf income equal in value to 
the cost of a bull’s service. 

Speaking from his experience, the 
writer would invest the $500 in five or 
six of the heaviest producing, healthy, 
young grade cows available. making 
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special effort to secure animals rich in 
the blood of the breed best adapted to 
the market, climate and the topography 
of that vicinity. In general, it will be 
wise to buy of an honest dairyman who 
successfully develops and uses cows of 
large capacity. Furthermore, it will al- 
ways pay to insist that the purchase be 
accompanied by the certificate of a re- 
liable veterinarian as to freedom from 
tuberculosis. 

Frequently the only course for the be- 
ginner is to procure ten or twelve prom- 
ising common cows and weed out the 
unprofitable ones by keeping an accur- 
ate record of butter fat produced and 
food eaten. Only about one-fourth of 
the cows of New York exceed 240 
pounds »f fat yearly, a safe minimum 
of fair profit. 

Possessed of good cows, it is of par- 
amount importance that the heifers 
raised exceed their dams in excellence. 
Nothing will contribute more surely to 
this end than the use of a pure-blooded 
bull of the same breed, known to get 
good producers. In the diary districts 
such service can be procured at small 
cost. 

Not being so fortunately located, the 
young farmer will make no mistake in 
mortgaging his herd in order to obtain 
a tried and proven sire about to be 
discarded by a breeder on account of 
age. Strong and vigorous at six, he 
may safely be retained four years for 
limited service. The breeding back of 
a meritorious bull upon his most promi- 
nent daughters frequently results in 
long strides of improvement. 

All said, no matter how good the cows 
or how superior the bull at their head, 
profit can not long be expected unless 
eare and food are boantifully and ju- 
diciously bestowed, and every precau- 
tion is taken to insure health. The re- 
‘urns from the investment may be fur- 
ther augmented by handling the milk, 
butter or cheese produced so skilfully 
as to create a demand for them in con- 
sequence of their high quality and pur- 
ity—New York Farmer.

Bloating is a very dangerous ailment 
but not a disease. Cattle are apt to 
be afflicted with bloat when turned out 
on to new clover covered with dew. 

Bloating may be known by a swell- 
ing of the left flank. This swelling 
rises above the level of the back bone 
and when tapped with the finger, sounds 
like a drum. 

The animal should be tied up and 
compelled to stand with its front parts 
from six to twelve inches’ higer than 
its hind parts. 

It should he. given a laxative and 
tonic to prevent the fermentation of 
foo? and stimulate digestion. ‘There is 
great danger of the animal smothering 
hefore it ean be relieved. It is for this 
reason that a cattle trocar should al- 
ways be kept on hand but should not 
Ne used excepting as a last resort. 

Tt is advisable to prevent bloating 
in cattle. This ean be done by medi- 
eating the salt and placing it where the 
eattle pass in going to and from the 
pasture. 

Tt is also advisable to keep the cattle 
shut up until the dew is off, providing 
it is fresh, young clover. 
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The voung plant is always the most 
nutritive. 





While cellulose is a digestible sub- 
stance, the lignose which is depos'‘ted 
in the tissues as the plant increases in 
age, and which contains a larger pro- 
portion of carbon, is indigestible. 





The most abundant ingredient of a 
living plant is water. Many succulent 
vegetables, as turnips and lettuce, con- 
tain more than 90 per cent. of water. 





The results of transpiration to the 
plant are most important, the evapora- 
tion of water from the leaves being a 
principal cause of the rise of the sap, 
and the consequent drawing up of water 
from, the soil containing plant food in 
solution.
